make a honvy grade as was their custom 
to do, collided with tho train on tho I. O. 
track, and in tbo accident Engineer Daw- 
son was killed. Tho I. 0. railway com- 
pany claim that thoy are not liable in tho 
case, but that the P. D. and E. road was 
guilty of negligence. The ilamago claim- 
ed by the plaintifl is $5,000. Attorneys

A Wealthy Farmer Killed Last Night- 


Death of John McCoy. 


UNCKB TDE WHEELS. 


Another distressing accident occurred 


in the Wabash yard last night, resulting 
in the death of Samuel Lyons, who was 
the owner ot nearly GOO acres of land near 
Newman in Douglas county. 
He Jiad 


been in St. Louis in company with New- 
ton O. Ames', of Mnttoon, where be bought 
643 head of sheep. He arrived in Deca- 
tur last night with the sheep on. a freight 
train which stopped on the middle track 
between the Union depot and Jasper 
street. Mr. Lyons and Mr. Ames then 
left the caboose and walked to the Goger- 
ty restaurant on Jasper street, whoro they 
got a lunch. Thoy returned west ,foward 
the oaboosf, on the south or main track. 
The midnight passenger train had left 
the Union depot and was coming east, 
making a loud noise. Lyons and Ames 
got off the main track to got out of the 
way, 
and naturally enough both were 


gazing at the passing train. The switch 
engine had been at work switching cars 
from the 
stock train, nnd without 


realizing his danger, Mr. Lyons got on 
the middle track, and in the noise and 
confusion he was struck by a section of 
the freight train which backed up against 
him, 
knocking him down, tho wheels 


crushing his body above the hips, killing 
him instantly. Ames wns standing be- 
tween thr tracks out of danger at tho 
time. H d called to Lyons to get oil' tho 
track, but tho cry came too late. Coroner 
Benduro removed the body to his office, 
whore tho inquest will be hold nt 4 o'clock 
this evening. 


The unfortunate was ngcd about 40 


years, and was a powerful man,tall and well 
built. He leaves a family of children. 
His brother, William Lyons, resides at 
Hume Station. He telegraphed to J. P. 
Smallwood this morning to have tho body 
placed in n fine coffin and forwarded to 
Newmnn. The sheep wore on their way 
to Homer to be taken to the Lyons farm. 
Tho deceased had about 8140 iu cash on 
his person. 


DEATH Ol' JOHN M'COY.

betel John McCoy in the Wabaeh yard 
yesterday morning, were published in 
these columns lost evening. He died at 
4:30 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, thus
